It you have hot done it, 
pick out the best ears of corn for seed, and 
liang them up in the kitchen, or some other 
dry place, where tlu-y»-,vill not freeze. 
Y ou may also give them a good smoking 
with your hams, which will prevent birds 
and insects from injuring the seed when 
planted, and rather improve the vegetable 
powers.
